| Business Men’s Meeting, 


The Wetaskiwin business men’s 
association held a meeting on 
Thursday the 12th inst. Mr.A. R. 
Dickson was jn the chair, and A, 
8. Rosenroll acted as secretary, | 
After considerable discussion, de- 
preciating the action of the grain 
men at Winnipeg in order to de- 
press the prices of Alberta oats, 


the following resolution was pass- |i 


ed;— 

“Whereas the Western Grain 
Standards Board of Winnipeg at a 
meeting recentiy held passed a re- 
solution discriminating against 
Alberta oats as compared with oats 
from other localities; 

And whereas the said resolution 
unnecessarily and unjustly dam- 
ages the reputation of one of the 
staple products of this district; it 
being a well-known fact that since 
the earliest settlements of this dis- 
trict oats have been gn abundant 
crop weighing from 386 to 48 lbs. 
to the bushel and averaging year 
after year from 60 to 80 bushels to 
the acre, while their germinating 
qualities have always been beyond 
question; 

“Therefore be it resolved, that 
we,the Business Men’sAssociation 
of Wetaskiwin, in meeting assem- 
bled, strongly protest against the 
malicious imputations made at the 
resolution referred to, and that Mr. 
Frank Oliver, M.P. be communi- 
cated with, with a view to his urg- 
ing the government at Ottawa to 
take steps. to investigate che matter 
and have the unjust resolution res- 
cinded and also take the grading 
out of thehands of designing grain 
manipulators and make such grad- 
ing subjects to government inspec- 
tion.” 

It was pointed out, that last 
spring the grain manipulators |‘ 
spread similar reports about the 
germinating qualities of our oats, 
stating that they were useless for 
seed, which were proved to be 
without foundation,as we have yet 
to see the first sowing of oats that 
did not come up, 

The question of mail service was 
then discussed and the following 
resolution passed: 

“Whereas at present no mails 
from Friday afternoon till Monday 
afternoon yitegres ae Saturday 
morning till Tuesday m 
south reach this poiut; a OEE, 

“And whereas this is a great in- 
convenience and drawback to the 
business interests of the locality 
therefore be it resolved that this 
state of affair be brought to the 
notice of the Post Master General 
through Mr. Frank Oliver M. P. 
and that he be requested to state 
on behalf of the Business Men’s 
Association of Wetaskiwin that a 
daily mail is absolutely necessary 
in the proper conduct of business 
especially at this time of the year 
when large grain transactions of 
our stable product -

The earliest road about which 


wa have any definite information 


was the Appian way, leading to 
to the city of Rome, celebrated 
fort the grandeur of its work. 


Commenced 312 B.C. 

The earliest roads about in Rome 
were noted for their direct course, 
regardless of difliculties which 
night have beeneasilyavoided. In 
solidity of construction they Lave 
never been excelled, Two parallel 
trenches were first’cut to mark the 
width of the road; loose earth was 
removed till a solid foundation 
was reached; it was replaced by 
proper material made suitable by 
ramming, or other means, to form | 
a solid foundation. Juocal material 
was generally used in construction 
though materials were sometimes 
brought from a distance. The 
roads generally consisted of four 
layers. ‘The lowest layer generally 
consisted of two or three courses 
of flat stones, if these were not 
available, other stones were laid in } 
mortar; the second layer was com- 
posed of smaller stones,or a coarse 
concrete; the third of a finer con- 
crete, over which was laid a 
ment of polygual blocks of hard 
stone, nicely jointed, ‘The four 
layers were found to be three feet 
or more in thickness, but the two

| Besides lack of money, the’ 
lsloughs area great hindrance to 
making good roads. It is to be 
ioped that these sloughs will, in 
the near future, be drained where 
there is an outlet,and that not only | 
the roads but the farms will have! 
some of the benefits of drainage. | 
| Along with the making of roads 
is the building of bridges across 
lrivers and large streams, and cul- 
verts across smaller streams. A 
great improvement has been effect- 
ed by the erection of steel bridges 
across the large rivers of Alberta. 
They would be safer against acci- 
dent by having a railing on each 
side, which need not be costly, 
The bridges should be built high 
jenough and the approaches on 

both sides properly raised. As re- 
gards smaller bridges and culverts, 
they are too low, and not wide 
enough, and without railing may 
cause yery dangerous accidents. 
"here should be good stringers in 
them,made of oak,although a little

On Tennyson's habit of failing to 
recognize clearly bis own borrowings 
from the classical poets, Mr. Lang ob- 
serves that the poets have always had 
a kind of regal indifference to their 
own lighter productions, Mr. Lang 
says: “Scott did not care; no, not when 
he found that he had unwittingly taken 
a line from a poem by the valet of a 
friend. In the preface to a little col- 
lection of verses from tho novels he 
frankly declares that be cannot pretend 
to be certain which are of his own com- 

position and which are not. 

“To take an example from the level 
at the foot of Parnassus, I once read, 
in an American paper, some lines at- 
tributed to Mr. Austin Dobson. ‘Not 
bad for Dobson,’ I said freely to a 
friend. But it was proved on me that 
the rhymes were my own! 4 bard who 
forgets his own verses may be par- 
doned for remembering those of other 
people and mistaking a half line of 
somebody else's for his own. I dare 
say that Tennyson did this occasion- 
ally, but he could hardly say that ‘the 
sun sets’ without being accused of un- 
conscious borrowing.” 


Greek and Roman Stoves. 

Warm as Greece and Rome and 
Egypt are, stoves were made there in 
the dim and misty vistas of the past. 
It was not just the pattern used at 
present, but was a metal basin fn 
which charcoal was burned, It sat In 
the mi(idle of the room, and as the re- 
sulting smoke was of the slightest no 
opening in the roof or elsewhere was 
necessary, The same implement, still 
called by its old Greek name of bra- 
zier, is now employed in many portions 
of continental Europe, where ft {s util- 
ized for heating as well as cooking. 

But the progressive Romans im- 
proved on that and made a bypocaust. 
It was the germ of the present fur- 
nace, It was made under the bouse in 
a little cellar prepared for it, and the 
heat was conducted to the rooms and 
baths through crevices left in the floor 
and lower portions of the wall. Later 
flues were provided, conducting heat 
to any portion of the house. In some 
of the old Roman villas in England the 
remains of these old time furnaces are 
still found. 


Origin of the Clearing House, 

In 1775 the bankers of London rented 
a house in Lombard street and fitted It 
with tables and desks for the use of 
their clerks as a place where Dills, 
notes, drafts and other commercial pa- 
per might be exchanged without the 
trouble of personal visits of employees 
to all the metropolitan banks. Trans- 
fer tickets were used, and by meons of 
this simple plan transactions involving 
many millions were settled without a 
penny changing hands. The Bank of 
England and every other important 
bank in London are members of the 
Clearing House association. The first 
clearing house in the United States 
was established by the associated 
banks of New York in 1853.
